The 
House of Representatives has passed, 
without a dissenting vote, certain bills 
aimed at the evils of the opium traffic. 
President Wilson has sent a _ special 
message to the Senate urging that body 
to give its approval to the bills, to 
which he is very desirous of affixing 
his signature, that they may become 
law. Other countries which have en- 
tered into anti-opium and anti-cocaine 
agreements are putting their promises 
of reforms into execution. The drug 
trade of this country, while divided 
concerning certain details as to its 
operation, is practically a unit in wish- 
ing a strong national law to restrict 
the sale of narcotics. Such differences 
as may exist in the trade have been 
compromised by representativesof their 
several national organizations. Nothing 
remains now between the desire of the 
country for the proposed law and a 
realization of its desire but the seem- 
ing indisposition of the Senate to act 
on other matters until the important 
tariff bill is out of its way. We trust 
that the law-makers in our upper house 
of Congress will yield to the solicita- 
tion of the President and pass the anti- 
narcotic bills now awaiting their ac- 
tion. When this has been done, the 
President’s signature to these bills will 
be the last stroke that will prove to 
the nations of the world that the United 
States is sincere in the work which it

ADVANCING LINSEED OIL PRICES 


AND THE PROSPECTIVE 
MARKET. 


Consumers of linseed oil are viewing 
consternation the steadily ad- 


seale of

vancing prices and the ap- 
p2rently strong position of the present 
market. On Friday quotations in the 
local market were marked up to 52e¢. 
raw oil in cooperage. 
This is the highest level at which oil 
has sold during the current year—the 
highest in fact since about the middle 
of last November. 

With reports of smaller flax 
than a year ago in the various produc- 
ing countries and with condition and 
total yield estimated below the figures 
of last year,

Only a short time ago a carry-over of 
more than 10,000,000 bushels of old crop 
seed gained general belief. At present 
there is not one-half that amount in 
public store and the regularity with 
which shipments are being made 
makes it certain that a good share of 
the present supply will have passed 
to consumers. This destroys the theory 
that the United States and Canada 
would produce a total yield this year, 
practically the equivalent of that of 
last year, since the decrease in new 
crop seed would be counterbalanced by 
the heavy surplus of old seed. While 
the market is usually in a sensitive 
condition at this time of year and crop 
reports may exercise undue influence, 


yet the law of supply and demand 


overreaches all else and forms the 
foundation upon which all reliable 
calculations must rest. ‘This is well 


illustrated by reports which come this 
week from Western markets. Demand 
for oil meal has been exceptionally 
good and at the high prices now offered 
by buyers, crushers have been eager 
to sell and have been in the market 
for seed in order to cover their sales of 
meal. Receipts of have 
light, and steady demand for what was 
offered furnishes a logical solution for 
the advance in prices. 

To apply the law of supply and de- 
mand to future prices presupposes a4 
knowledge of what the total yield of 
seed will be and what consuming 
trades will require. In this respect it 
is well to note that prices in a given 
market may vary to some extent, ac- 
cording to home production, but the

To Urge Enactment of Anti-Narcotic Bills, 


PRESIDENT WILSON 


AND SECRETARY BRYAN 


PLAN TO PUSH CONSIDERATION 


OF MEASURES PASSED BY THE HOUSE AND STILL REPOSING IN SENATE 
FINANCE COMMITTEE—PRESIDENT TRANSMITS DR. WRIGHT’S RRE- 


PORT ON SECOND 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 15, 1913. 
Special efforts are to be made during 
the next few days by President Wilson 
and Secretary Bryan to induce the lead- 
ers of the Democratic majority in Con- 
gress to waive the rule they have made 
with respect to preventing consideration 
fr all legislation until the tariff bill is 
of the way, at least to the extent 
allowing consideration at this time of 
the bills which have already passed the 
House intended to control the interstate 
and foreign commerce in opium and other 





narcotics. These bills passed the House 
some weeks ago and are still before the 
l‘inance Committee of the Senate, with 


no manifest disposition on the part of the 
committee to report them out for consid- 
eration by the Senate. 

Attention has again been called to these 
measures in a message which President 
Wilson has sent to Congress, transmitting 
a report on the second international 
opium conference. This report was made 
by Dr. Hamilton Wright, who, with Lloyd 
Bryce and Gerrit John Kollen, were deie- 
gates appointed to represent this govern- 





ment in the conference on the opium 
question, participated in by the leading 
nations of the world. The fact as to 
what has been accomplished is sum- 
marized bri , in the foilowing message 
which President Wilson sent to Con- 
gress:— 


I transmit herewith a communication from 


the Secretary of State, accompanied with a re- 
port prepared by Mr. Hamilton Wright on 
behalf of the American delegates to the Second 














International Opium Conference, which met at 
The Hague on the Ist of July last and ad- 
journed on the 9th of the same month. 

The first opium conference assembled at 
The Hague on December 1, 1911, and adjourned 
on January 3, 1912. The convention formu- 
lated by this conference has since been signed 
by all of the Latin American states and by a 
great majority of those of Europe, and all but 
three of the States that have signed have 
already agreed to proceed to the deposit of 


ratifications, 


The results of the conferences should be re- 
garded by the government and people of the 
United States with great satisfaction. An in- 


ternational convention imposing the obligation 
to enact legislation strictly to confine the trade 
in and 


opium allied narcotics to medical pur- 
poses has been signed by all but ten nations 
of the world, and there is reason to believe 
that by the end of the present year, through 


the action of the recent conference, all the na- 
tions of the world will have become signatories 
of the agreement. 

It remains for the Congress to pass the neces- 
Sary legislation to carry out the stipulations 

the convention on the part of the United 
States. Such legislation has recently passed 
the House of Representatives without a dis- 
senting vote; and I earnestly urge that this 
measure, to the adoption of which this govern- 
ment is now pledged, be enacted soon as 
possible during the present session of Congress. 

The salient features of the report 
which Dr. Wright made on behalf of the 
American delegates, so far as concerns 
persons in this country who are inter- 
ested in the control of the opium traffic, 
are set forth herewith. Dr. Wright gives 
a history of former congresses, conven- 
tions and conferences held on the opium 
question, and then says:—

For a proper understanding of what the 
American Government has accomplished in co- 
operation with the other nations of the world 
during the past six years for the obliteration 
of the special and general opium and allied 
traflics, it might be well to consult ce ain ar- 








ticles on the commission and first conference in 


the Journal of International Law of July and 
October, 1909, and of October, 1912, and Jan- 
uary, 1913. These articles state very thor- 
oughly the status of the worldwide opium 
problem before the United States initiated in 
the autumn of 1906 the international move- 
ment for its suppression, and contain informa- 


tion which shows beyond doubt that all nations 
concerned have heartily rallied to the support 





of the United States for the achievement of 
an intercontinental humanitarian, moral, 
economic and diplomatic reform. { beg to 
sugg that these articles be printed as an 
annex to this report. 

With the above-mentioned documents acces- 
sible for consultation, it is unnecessary that 
an exhaustive report be made on the recent 
conference. The salient facts in regard to the 
preliminaries of that conference are about as 


follows:— 
By article 22 of the International Opium Con- 
vention of the first conference, formulated by 


delegates of twelve powers, it is provided in 
effect that the powers not represented at that 
conference shall be permitted to sign the con- 
vention; that to this end the Netherlands Gov- 
ernment Shall invite all the states of Europe 
and America who were not represented at 
the conference to sign the instrument. There 
then follows an enumeration of thirty-four 


powers of Europe and America who are to be 
invited to sign, 
During the first conference an informal agree- 

















ment was made between the Minister for For- 
eign Affairs of the Netherlands Government 
and the American delegates thereto that the 
United States should especially concern itself 
in securing to the convention the signatures 
of the Latin American states. 

The preliminary work incident to the 
calling of the last conference, including 
instructions and a summary of the work 
already accomplished are set forth in the 
report as follows:— 

Atiention was called to the fact that during 
some thirty years a powerful and extensive 
public opinion had developed which aimed to 
secure the abolition of the evil associated with 
the opium traffic as seen in Far Eastern coun- 
tries; that this public opinion expressed itself 
not only in the United States, but in those 
other countries having intimate commercial 
association with China; that for a number of 
years much pressure had been brought to bear 
upon the government of the United States to 
induce it to take the initiative in an interna- 
tional movement for the eradication or miti- 
gation of the evil, and that after a thorough 
examination of the question by the Department 
o ate the government of the United States 
in the autumn 1906 approached several of 
the interested powers to see if there could not 
be assembled 1 international commission of 
inquiry to study the moral, scientific, economic 
and diplomatic aspects of the question. The 
governments approached heartily responded to 
the proposal of the United States, and in a 
short time it was agreed among them that 
an international commission of inquiry should 
meet at Shanghai, China. That commission 
met on February 1 1909, and adjourned on 
February 26 of that year. After a searching 


study of the opium question in all its bearings 
the international commission unanimously de-

cided that the opium evil, though most obvious 
in the Far East, was really present in the home 
territories of the several countries represented 
in the commission. The commission then 
adopted nem. con. nine regolutions, which may 
be found on page 65, Senate Document No. 
Sixty-first Congress, second session, The 
Struction further declared that although 
formal conclusion was arrived at it was a 
matter of discussion, and was recognized by 
the international commission that its resolu- 
tions, however important morally, would fail 
to satisfy enlightened public opinion unless 
by subsequent agreement of the powers they 
and the questions involved in them were in- 
corporated in an international convention. Im- 
pressed by this fact and the desirability of 
divesting the opium problem of local and un- 
wise agitation, as well as by the necessity 
of maintaining it upon the basis of fact as 
determined by the international commission, 
the government of the United Stateg issued a 
proposal to the interested governments on 
September 1, 1909, to the effect that an inter- 
national conference be held at The Ilague com- 
posed of delegates of each state, and that such 
delegates should have full powers to conven- 
tionalize the resolutions of the Shanghai com- 
mission and their necessary consequences. This 
proposal contained notes as to a tentative pro- 
gram (page 73, Senate Document 7, Sixty- 
first Congress, second session), this 
program, by the proposal of the British Gov- 
ernment, was added the question of the pro- 
duction, use of and traffic in morphine and 
cocaine and by proposal of the Italian Govern- 
ment the production, use of and traffic in the 
Indian hemp drugs, The Latin American states 














and to 


were informed that it was the earnest desire 
of the United States that in the prospective 
conference there should be as wide a repre- 


sentation as possible, and that this desire was 
strengthened after the proposals of the British 
Government in regard to the morphine and co- 
caine traffics had been made, for it was 
promptly recognized by the United States that 
several of the Latin American countries were 
interested in the production of the raw ma- 
terial of the coca leaf, from which one of 
these drugs—cocaine—was derived. However, 
it was explained that it was not possible in 
the short period which elapsed between the 
time of the British proposals and the assem- 
bling of the international conference at The 
Hague for the government of the United States 
to make its desire known to the Latin Ameri- 
can governments; that it seemed wiser at the 
moment that the prospective conference should 
consist of those countries which took part 
in the Shanghai commission, and that that 
conference should decide whether its conven- 
tion should become immediately effective as 
concerned the signatory states, or wait ratifi- 
cation and effectuation upon the signatures of 
those other countries of Europe and America 
not represented in the conference. When the con- 
ference assembled, it was stated, there was 
a general agreement that the signatures to the 
convention by the Latin American states was 
essential; that it was with pleasure that the 
American delegates accepted article 22 of the 
convention, which provided for the supple- 
mentary signatures of the Latin American 
states, among others, as it undoubtedly en- 
hanced the value of the work of the conference 
and directly settled an important diplomatic 
question, namely, that in the future all Hague 
conferences dealing with questions moral, hu- 
manitarian and economic, of worldwide inter- 
est, such as the opium and allied questions, 
could not be finally determined upon by a 
minority of nations of the world, but must in- 
clude delegates of all states directly or indi- 
rectly interested. The American representa- 
tives accredited to the Latin American states 
were then instructed to bear in mind that this 
government had steadily pressed for interna- 
tional action for the solution of the opium 
problem; that it had done go only after a frank 
recognition by twelve of the powers of the 
world that separate national action alone could 
not solve such problems, and after the receipt 
of assurances from them of their desire to co- 
operate; that the interest of the American 
Government and people was great and earnest 
to secure the humanitarian and practical ob- 
ject to which twelve powers had aiready given 
their consent, and for which several of them 
had made great financial sacrifices. Assur- 
ances were made that this government would 
be highly gratified to learn that the Latin 
American republics would enter into full sym- 
pathy with the international movement for the 
settlement of the opium and allied questions 
initiated by this government as they had sym- 
pathized with and supported similar inter- 
national movements of the past. 

















Acting promp#y on this instruction, the 
American diplomatic representatives met with 
a hearty response from the Latin American 
nations, and by the end of 1912 all of the Latin 
American states except Peru had notified the 
United States that they had signed or would 
be pleased to sign the International Opium 


Convention, and paid high compliments to this 
government for its initiative and continuous 
leadership in a high purpose. 

If the Netherlands sovernment and the 
United States had been able to secure the sig- 
natures of all of the powers mentioned in arti- 
cle 22 of the International Opium Convention, 





the second conference recently held at The 
Hague would not have been necessary. Appre- 
hending the failure of the United States Gov- 


ernment and the of the Nether- 
lands to secure all the necessary adhesions, 
the convention provided in its article 23 that 
in case the signature of all the powers men- 
tioned in article 22 were not secured by De- 
cember 31, 1912, the Netherlands Government 
should immediately invite all of the powers 
who had signed by that date to designate dele- 
gates to proceed to The Hague to examine into 
the possibility of depositing their ratifications 
of the instrument. 

Owing to the economic difficulties which con- 
fronted Peru, it Was not possible for the 
United States to secure the signature of that 
power by December 31 last, and owing to the 
complicated diplomatic and warlike conditions 
in the Balkans and their effect upon Turkey, 
it was not possible for the Netherlands Gov- 
ernment to secure the signatures to the con- 
vention of Turkey and several of the Balkan 
states; Austria-Hungary, Switzerland, Norway 
and Sweden misunderstood the terms of the 
convention and showed a reluctance to sign it 
until a second conference of the signatory 
powers had met and determined upon ratifica- 
tion

In connection with this report there 
appears the correspondence that took 
place on the subject, including the in- 


structions which Secretary Bryan gave to 
Dr. Wright for the guidance of the dele- 
gates at The Hague conference. Then 
follows a statement regarding the powers 
that have not signed the international 
opium convention, with the reasons there- 
for. As to Austria-Hungary, the difficul- 
ties presented were the conflict of the 
provisions of Austria-Hungary laws with 
the provisions of the convention: Bul- 
garia, Greece and Montenegro have sim- 
ply deferred signing it. Norway awaits 
the passage of certain necessary local 
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laws concerning the opium traffic. De- 
lays are also noted as to Roumania, 
Servia, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey and 
Uruguay. Dr. Wright’s report then gives 
a summary of the detailed proceedings in 
the conference and also a report as to 
the action by each country and the agree- 
ments made by each as to the matter. 
In closing the report, Dr. Wright among 
other things said:— 








Thus, as the result of five years’ leadersihp 
on the part of the United States, an interna- 
tional convention, imposing strict international 


and requiring equally strict domestic laws for 
the relegation of opium and allied narcotics to 


strictly medical channels has been signed in 
the greatest good will by all but ten nations 
of the world, and agreement to ratify the in- 


strument made by nearly all of the signatory 


powers. There is every reason to believe that 
by the end of the year, by the action of the 
recent conference, the entire world will be sig- 
natory to the convention, and that it will be- 
come universally effective a short time there- 
after. 

Shortly before the assembling of the recent 
conference Great Britain showed her good will 


toward China and her good intentions in regard 
to the rest of the world by bringing to a close

It remains for the United States to demon- 
strate the sincerity of its leadership in this 
movement by passing the necessary Federal 
legislation required by the terms of the con- 
vention. It is very gratifying to be able to 
State that the action of the House in unani 
mously passing the three anti-narcotic bills 
approved by the President, yourself and the 
Secretary of the Treasury, had a most benefi- 
cent effect on the recent conference, for it 
was regarded as a pledge that the Senate 
would shortly act on the legislatior, and that 
the United States proposed to remain in the 
forefront of the humanitarian movement which 
it had inaugurated.

F. C, Groover, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Arrangements and Entertain- 
ment of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, issued a communica- 
tion, under date of August 12, urging 
those who have not made their hotel 
reservations to do so at once.

Question of Legality in Curtailing 
Naval Stores Production. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Jacksonville, Fla Aug. 7, 1913. 
According to the Jacksonville Metrop- 
olis, a daily paper published in Jackson- 
ville, Fla., several of the naval stores 
operators believe that a concerted action 
upon the part of all of the producers to 
curtail the production of rosin would 
make the operators liable under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. They believe that if 
the understanding could be reached 
whereby all would agree to suspend work 
in the woods for about sixty days the 
problem of a better price for the product 
would be solved, yet they have expressed 
fears as to the way in which the Depart- 








ment of Justice would look at such an 
act, 
Efforts will be made by the men who 


gather here to-morrow to get around this 


point. Just what the outcome will be is 
problematical. This meeting will be the 
sixth held by the producers within the 


last six weeks, not to mention the several 
gatherings of the factors, who have been

The Utah Senator expressed gratification 
that the Senate Committee had increased 
slightly the rate of duty proposed on lead 
by the bill as it passed the House, but 
he believes that the duty should be in- 
creased to 1 cent per pound instead of 
% of a cent as the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee fixed it. The amendment proposed 
by Senator Smoot was rejected by a vote 
of 40 to 24, most of the low tariff Repub- 
lHicans voting with the Democrats on this 
amendment. 

The greater part of Wednesday and 
Thursday were devoted by the Senate to 
a general discussion of the agricultural 
schedule, particularly the paragraphs re- 
lating to wheat, flour, ete. 

Minority Fights Reduc- 
tions in Agricultural Schedule, 

it became apparent when this part of 
the agricultural schedule was redched 
that the most vigorous Opposition would 
be made by the united forees in the mif- 
ority of the Senate, including the Repub- 
licans and Progressives, to preverit the 
reductions in duties proposed by the Fi- 
nance Committee in the Senate bill with 
respect to the paragraphs in the entire 
schedule. An effort was made to restore 
wheat and wheat flour, ete., to the duti- 
able list in the agricultural schedule in- 
stead of in the free list with conditional 
duties as the bill stands before the Sen- 
ate. The amendment offered on behalf of 
the Republican minority proposed to re- 
store wheat to the free list with a duty 
of 6 cents a bushel and with proportional 
duties on products of wheat, this being 
a substantial reduction in the duties pro- 
posed by both the Senate and House bills, 
and a reduction from 25 cents a bushel 
contained in the existing tariff law. By a 
vote of 37 yeas to 32 noes the Senate sus- 
tained tl action of the committee in 
tr: wnsferring wheat, ete., to the free list, 
ut on the vote taken to restore the 
duties at the reduced rates proposed, two 
Democratic Senators from Louisiana, 
Thornton and Ransdell, voted with the 
Republicans.

Production of Mineral Paints in 1912. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Avg. 15, 19138. 
A report on the production of mineral 
paints in the country during 1912, prepared 
for the United States Geological Survey 
by James M. Hill, has just been issued 
as an advance chapter from Mineral Re- 
sources of the country for the past year. 
The following points are summarized in 
connection with the production, and this 
is followed with a continuation of the re- 

ports by the Survey on paint tests:— 
The production of the natural mineral pig- 
ments in the United States in 191 s re 
ported to the Survey amounted to 74,657 short 
tons, valued at $5 3. Compared with 1911 
this was an increase of 11,918 short tons, or 
slightly less than 19 per cent.; the increase in 
value was $62,872, or about 12.6 per cent. The 
increase in quantity was mared by all the 
natural pigments enumer: ited in the table be- 
low, except umber and sienna. The output af 
slate and shale in 1912 showed a gain of 4,454 
short tons over that of 1911; ocher gained, 
3 metalli paint, 2,748 short 


















3,906 short tons; 
tons, and mortar colors, 1,350 short tons. Two 
hundred short tons less of ‘umber and sienna 
were pre duc ed in 1912 than in 1911. The table 
given below shows the prices per ton at the 
point of production of the different mineral 
paints. Advances are shown for ocher, umber, 
sienna, and declines are shown for metallic 
paint, mortar colors and slate h 

The production of ocher was 1 i9 short 
tons, valued at $149,289, compared with 11,703 
short tons, valued at $109,465, in 1911, an in- 
crease of 3,566 short tons in quantity and of 
$39,824 in ten The average price per ton 
in 1911 was 35, and in 1912 it was $9.78, an 
increase of 43 cents a ton. 

The total quantity of umber and sienna 
produced in the United States was 805 short 
tons, valued at $21,975, a decrease of 200 tons 
in quantity and of $4,250 in value, as compared 
with the production of 1911. The average price 
of umber -_ sienna per ton in 1912 was $27 
as compared with $26.09 in 1911. 

The seadaasinn of metallic paint reported to 
the Survey was 28.547 short tons, valued at 

3 compared with : 09 tons, valued 
in 1911 As stated in this report 
for 1910, the effort is being made to put the 
production as nearly as possible on the basis 
of the material entering into metallic paint and 
to credit it to the individual State in which 
it was originally mined and from which it 
was placed on the market. The production of 
metallic paints is reported from some States 
mainly in terms of dry ground product, the 
average price per ton of which is considerably 
greater bn an that produced in the same States 
as ore and sold as such to the paint mills. 
The maximum price—that of ground paint in 
the State of Washington—was $12.23 a ton, The 
average price per ton, as given on a preceding 

as $6.40, which shows that a large part 
production averages considerably below 

r figure, such portions being material 
omes on the market originally in the 

unground iron ore The price of the 
crude ore sold in that condition apparently 
varies between $2 39 and $4.73 a ton The 
higher average value wv metallic paint is prob- 
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ibly to be explained by the fact that large 
producers operate their own mines, and the 
product is therefore not marketed in the crude 


state, but is sent directly to the mills and is 
finally sold as dry ground paint, which nat- 
urally commands a higher price than the 
crude ore 








The production of mortar colors reported to 
the Survey was { 2 short tons, valued at 
$87,505 in increase of 1,350 tons in quantity 


and of $11,078 in value as compared with 1911 
The average price per ton was $9.45 in 1912 
as compared with $9.66 in 1911 The material 
entered the market first in the dry ground 
condition, for which the prices are given 

The quantity of slate and shale. ground for 
paints and for in 1912 was 20,964 short 
tons, valued at .482, an increase of 4,454 
tons in quantity and of $16,031 in value over 
he output of 1911. The average price per ton 
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of the material in 1911 was $6.39, but in 1912 
the average price was only $5.79 a ton, a de- 
cline of 60 cents a ton. 

The pigments here discussed ate zine oxide, 
leaded zine oxide, zinc lead, sublimed white 
lead or ‘‘basic lead sulphate,’ and sublimed 
blue lead or “‘blue fume.’’ 

The three white pigments having zinc for a 
base, either wholly or in part, are zinc oxide, 
zinc-lead oxide—of which there was none pro- 
duced in 1912, and leaded zine oxide. In the 
United States these pigments are usually made 
directly from ore. In addition to the two first- 
named, which are made more particularly from 
what are regarded essentially as zinc ores, 
and the st mentioned, produced from mixed 
lead and zine ores, there are two lead pig- 
ments produced directly from ore—sublimed 
white lead or ‘basic lead sulphate’’ and sub- 
limed blue lead or ‘‘blue fume.’’ The ores used 
in making these pigments are the franklinite 
ores of New Jersey in the eastern part of the 
United States and the zine and lead ores of the 
Mississippi Valley afid of certain of the West- 
ern States 

In the upper Mississippi Valley lead and zine 
region the zine carbonate ore, smithsonite, lo- 
eally known as ‘‘drybotie,’’ has been used 
almost altogether for pigmerit manufacture by 
the Mineral Point Zine Company, but the sul- 
phide ores of lead and zine have also been 
used. In the Joplin region of Missouri, Kansas 
and Oklahoma the mixed silicate and carbonate 
ores of zinc have been used for zine pigment 
manufacture, and galena has been used for the 
lead pigments Zine carbonate ore from New 
Mexico and Southern Nevada and mixed stl 
phide ores of lead and zine from these and 
various other Western States have been exten- 
sively used in making zine and zine-lead pig- 
ments. Zine carbonate ores imported from 
Mexico have also been used in the manufac- 
ture of zine pigments. During 1912 zine oxide 
and leaded zinc made directly from ores were 
reported from Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Vir- 
ginia and Kansas, and lead pigments were 
made by sublimation in Illinois and Missouri. 

In order to conceal individual returns, the 
statistics of production of zine oxide, leaded 
zine. sublimed white lead or ‘‘hasic lead 
sulphate,’’ and sublimed blue ad or ‘“‘blue 
fume’’ have to be combined for 1912. The 
total quantity of material produced amounted 
to 106,497 short tons, valued at $9.507,895. As 
compared with the production of 1911 this was 
an ificredse of 25,886 tons, or 32 per cent., 
in quantity and of $2,164,135, or nearly 30 per 
cent., In value, 

The chemically manufactured pigmefits treat- 
ed in this report include basic carbotiate white 
lead, both dry and in oil, red lead, litharge 
and orange mineral among the lead pigments, 
and lithopone and Venetian red. The last two 
pigments contain no lead, but are chemically 
precipitated pigments, the process of whose 
manufacture will be given later.

The trade was 
largely local, with packers the principals on 
both sides of the market, buying a little on 
extreme slumps and selling with a free hand 
whenever a bulge gave them the opportunity 
to do so. Foreign advices cof a strengthening 
character furnished an incentive for a little 
buying, but the bulge that ensued was taken 
advantage of by packers for considerable un- 
loading and a reaction quickly followed. Ex- 
ports for the week were lighter at 7,494,000 
pounds, showing a decrease of 1,512,000 
pounds, as compared with shipments to for- 
eign shores a year ago, Domestic cash trade 
was slow and premiums were weakly held, 
round lots of regular prime steam lard closing 
at a discount of 7c. from the September 
price, or $10.02%, while small lots were urged 
on sale at a further discount of 2%@ic. Loose 
lots were in limited demand and fair supply 
at 55c. under September, while leaf lard met 
with a fair inquiry but was freely offered at 
$10.37%4. Neutral was in moderate request 
and offerings were limited at $12@12.12% for 
No. 1 and $11.37144@11.50 for No. 2.

CHINA WOOD OlL.—Increases_ in 
the price of linseed oil has caused a 
better inquiry for wood oil, but trad- 
ing throughout the week was quiet. 
Conditions in primary points are re- 
ported as firm and with stocks of oil 
in Hankow of limited proportions sell- 
ers say that there is not much hope 
for material declines in price.

Arrivals at New York were 
heavy, amounting to more than 1,200 
packages, but these supplies did not 
break the stringency in the local trade. 
London quoted Ceylon cocoanut oil for 
October-November shipment at £47 2s. 
6d. per ton, a decline of almost £1 for 
the week. Ceylon oil in New York 
sold for llc. per pound for spot and 
nearby delivery, with shipments quoted 





at 10%c. per pound. Cochin oil was 
still scarce, and only small supplies 
were available at the nominal price 


of l4c. per pound. For nearby deliv- 
eries 12%c. was quoted, with futures 
held at 11%c. per pound. A factor of

druggist of Des Moines, Iowa, whose ob- 
ject was to learn the sentiment here con- 
cerning such a move. The Philadelphia 
Wholesale Drug Company, embracing ap- 
proximately 50) drug stores in this city 
and for about 19 miles in the vicinity, is 
practically the strongest organization of 
the kind in the United States, doing a 
business of close to $1,000,000 a year. 

A new teature of the proposed move for 
organization, as explained by Mr. Dexter, 
is that it is proposed to eventually manu- 
facture pharmaceuticals in additional to 
buying in carload lots such merchandise 
as is required by the affiliated buying 
organizations. The necessity for this 


course is prompted by the policies of cer- 
tain houses supplying the retail drug 
trade of the country, but which refuse 
to recognize these buying organizations 


as legitimate jobbers and therefore refuse 





to sell tuem goods direct. These concerns 
are few, but in the West partic ularly the 
need of the goods they make is felt, and 
the manufacture of similar lines is now 
proposed by the organization contem- 
plated. 

According to Mr. Dexter, there are 
about thirty-four of these co-operative 
buying organizations of retail druggists 
in the country, but it is proposed to go 
further and establish them in the cities 
in which they do not now exist. Some 
of the cities in which it is aimed to estab- 
lish such companies are St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Indianapolis and Salt Lake City. 
Mr. Dexter, acting in behalf of his fellow 
druggists of Des Moines, has about com- 
pleted arrangements for the opening of a 
branch of the Mutual Drug Company, of 
Cleveland, in his home city. The Mutual 


Drug Company, a co-operative buying or- 


ganization, has branches in Columbus, 
Ohio, and in Chicago, and represents 
about 750 stores. 

Thus far 7,500 drug stores are rep- 
resented by the buying organizations al- 
ready in existence, and which it is pro- 
posed to form into a national body. De- 
tails are still to be formulated, and all 
that is being secured now is an expres- 
sion of sentiment from the managements 
of the respective organizations. If the 
sentiment is generally in favor of such a 


national body, details will be .ormulated 
to be presented at a meeting to be held 



























at some centrally located city, probably 
in the early fall. 

Frank R. Rohrman, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Philadelphia Whole- 
sale Drug Company, assured Mr. Dexter 
that this company would be represented 
at the meeting if it were held, but he 
was non-committal as to affiliation or 
taking any leading part until the plan 
of organization had been presented for the 
consideration of the directors of the Phil- 
adelphia concern.

No variation in crude 
to be noted during the week, and the 
only development of new interest in 
the crude situation is the record of 
pipe line operations in the Eastern 
fields for July. The runs of the com- 
panies in Pennsylvania, New York, 
West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana and Ken- 
tucky for the month reached 2,297,086 


barrels, as compared with 2,235,097 bar- 
rels in June. The total for the seven 
months of the year is 15,539,250 barrels, 
while for the same period in 1912 are 
shown 16,539,250 barrels. Deliveries 
are recorded as 5,255,084 barrels for 
July, and 65,537,417 barrels for June, 
There is a marked difference between 
the aggregate covering deliveries for 
the seven months of the last two 
years, 35,427,471 barrels in 1913, and 
50,125,645 barrels in 1912. However, 
this variance may be accounted for to 
a large extent by the inclusion of oil 
from other fields in the current rec- 
ord. Gross stocks at the close of July, 
with the addition of Illinois and Kan- 
Sas, reached 9,716,771 barrels as com- 


pared with 9,791,997 barrels the former 


record, In an editorial treatment 
based on the pipe line reports for July, 
we have gone into other details and 
comparisons, particular reference be- 
ing made to the decline tendency of 
high grade production as indicated in 
the holding of stocks of Pennsylvania, 
Lima, Kentucky and Illinois oil at the 
close of July, 1913 and 1912.

The 
State, however, is attracting a lively 
campaign of wildcat drilling, and the 
search for new territory covers almost 
every county, extending to territory 
which has so far been subjected to no 
test drilling. Light producers have been 
the rule of the week’s operations in 


An exception to the 
rule, however, was experienced in 
Kanawha county, where one of the 
week’s wells in the Falling Rock Creek 
development was more suggestive of 
the early prolificness of the county, as 
gauged by the Blue Creek wells of a 
year ago. This new completion was 
credited with 350 barrels from the 
Weir sand. Shooting the old wells in 
the Blue Creek field is still practiced 
with fairly encouraging results, but 
the stimulated capacity of the wells 
proves of short duration. Brook county 
in the same State was the scene of a

This strike has stimulated interest in 
further operations to the keenest de- 
gree, and six wells have already been 
drilled in the field. Four of these 
were oil producing, while two made 
good gas producers. Almost every 
available acre in the western half of 
Sullivan county was reported to be 
under lease as a result of the late 
developments and the territory prom- 
ises to be subjected to the most ex- 
haustive tests. In the Northwestern 
Ohio end Wood county continues the 
mainstay of completions and new pro- 
ductions. 

Despite the less favorable showing 
of the week’s Illinois returns, unusual 
activity is reported in various sections 
of the State. The new territory east 
of Lawrenceville, in Lawrence county, 
is said to be fulfilling expectations and 
considerable test drilling is in progress 
there. An encouraging feature of this 
territory is its location, being but a 
few miles west of Vincennes, Ind., and 
some of the more hopeful prospects are 
that a link in the producing formation 
between the two States may be estab-

COMMON CARRIER PIPE LINE ACT 
NOW EFFECTIVE IN CALIFORNIA, 


teporter’s Field Correspondent.)

Los Angeles, Aug. ¥Y, 1913. 

On Monday, August 10, the common carrier 
pipe line b passed by the last Legislature, 
becomes effective in this State, and oil men 
are interested in observing how it will work. 
Under the provisions of the law the pipe line 
ompanies will have thirty days from the date 
mentioned above either to declare their lines 
ommon carriers or to take out a State license 
which will subject them to the payment of 50 
cents per barrel for all oil transported. This 
latter alternative is considered prohibitive, and 
nov company in this State is expected to fol- 
low it 

No move has been made by the pipe line 
companies toward testing the constitutionality 
of tne law in the courts, although at the time 
of its passage It was stated they would prob- 
ably do so The general opinion seems to be 
that the law will make little difference in 
marketing conditions for some time at least. 
Most of the producing companies are already 
selling their oil to the marketing or pipe line 
companies under time contracts, and _ the 
amount of ‘‘loose’’ oil is very limited—so lim- 
ited, in fact, that few consumers would care 
to take the chances of buying from a concern 
Which could not guarantee deliveries. 

The ultimate effect of the bill is a matter 
for future development. The Producers and 
Consumers’ League is an organization headed 
by Colonel Spellacy, the object of which is 
to get the producers and consumers together 
and to eliminate the middle man. Producers, 
however, who are under contract to either the 
Standard, Union-Agency or the Associated 
cannot immediately break away and pool their 
oil with another concern, and obviously unless 
they have a large combined output and a sub- 
stantial surplus and a place to keep it, no 
large consumer will do business with them. 

It looks very much as if the marketing of 
oil in California will be carried along on the 
same old lines for some time to come. Even- 
tually it might happen that small refining 
plants will sprimgg up at terminal points, that 
would use oOMmly small amounts of oil, that 
could be delivered by small producing con- 
cerns, but the history of the independent re- 
finers in the Eastern fields, in many cases, is

Anyway, at the present time, the three pipe 
line companies affected by the bill—the Stand- 
ard, the Union Independents and the Asso- 
ciated—are crowding their lines to take care 
of their own oil. In this State oil is not 
handled as ‘‘credit balances’’ as it is done in 
the Eastern fields. The marketing concerns 
buy the oil at the tank of the producer and 
pay for it and it is their property. Whether 
a producer can force the marketing concerns 
to set aside their own oil in order to run a 
batch for the producer remains to be seen 

The regulation of the pipe line business and 
the fixing of rates are placed by the law in 
the hands of the State Railroad Comm{ission 
which is now at work figuring out the details 


by which the law may be applied. The entire 
purpose of the law is to secure a better price 
for the producer, on the assumption that the 
pipe line companies control the means of trans- 
portation and are ‘‘gouging’’ the producer. 
Here again they fail to take into consideration 
the old law of supply and demand, There are 
enough pipe line concerns in operation to af- 
ford a reasonable amount of competition, but 
there is a market for only so much oil no mat- 
ter how much is produced. It is well within 
reason, judging from past experience, to be- 
lieve that the mere fact tnat pipe lines are 
common carriers might result in renewed drill- 
ing among the smaller operating concerns. 
Increased production, however, at _ present 





means nothing except perhaps lower prices, 
whether the producer can get his oil to mar- 
ket more easily or not. It will be interesting 
enough to watch developments. The small 
producers are more excited over the affair than 
the pipe line companies seem to be. 

Another law that was passed by the last 
Legislature and which becomes effective also 
next Monday and one affecting the marketers 
of crude oil and its products, is known as the 
“unfair competition bill,’’ and is considered 
to be one of the most important bits of legis- 
lation put through during the session from the 
standpoint of the oil man. The purposes of 
the act are to eliminate unfair competition and

It provides 
that no such commodity shall be sold at a 
lower rate in one section of the State than in 
another, after making proper allowance for

Speaking in the House of Commons on 
Thursday last, L. Harcourt, the Secretary for 
the Colonies, made some interesting allusions 
to the quest for petroleum in the British Em- 
pire. The raw material, he said, which was 
scarcest within the Empire to-day was petro- 
leum, he said advisedly to-day, because he 
believed there were great possibilities of fu- 
ture production in our own terrt! It was 
essential that in arranging for the output of 
oil they should do so with caution, rapidity 
and foresight. joth the quantity and value 
of the mineral oil exported from the Straits 
se ttlements in the last seven years had been 
fairly constant. From Trinidad and _ other 
places the mineral oi] exported in 1909 was of 
the value of £37, but it had risen in 1911 to 
£33,000, The inadequate production of oil 
and the slow development of the industry 
had been great causes of anxiety to the Colo- 
nial Office and to the Admiralty, 

He had kept steadily in view two objects, 
not easily reconciled, tor the rapid and econo- 
mie development of the oil fields, both for the 
purposes of the colonies and for the navy. 
One was the exclusion as far as possible of 
those great combines which he lieved 
strangled production and inflated prices; the 
second was the reservation to the Admiralty 
of full powers to assume possession of the 
product even at the risk of getting q lesser 
price for a concession. Another object was to 
secure that companieS which had concessions 
should be registered in Great Britain or in her 
possessions, 

The requirements of modern naval develop- 
ments made it necessary to discover more oil 
within the Empire. He had worked in close 
consultation with the Admiralty and had taken 
with them the precautions which they thought 
necessary to secure imperial and naval con- 
trol. He had aimed at giving no more monop- 
oly than was nece y to secure exploitation 
and production, of the oil fields were 
freehold property and were therefore out of 
his control, but in dealing with Crown lands 
he had limited the grants of exclusive rights 
to pipe lines, 

The Briti Government retained the right 
of pre-emption of all the oil produced at a 
price to be fixed by an arbitrator. The oil 
refineries were ol to be up to the specifi- 
cation of the Admiralty, and the plant must 
be to its full extent when ordered by the gov- 
ernment in case of emergency. What the gov- 
ernment required was a large, constant and de- 
pentlable production, and this in consultation 
With the Admiralty he hoped they would be 
ible to secure, He had already made an 
agreement in the terms described with a group 
representing important interests in the oil in- 
dustry, and he was on the point of making an 
agreement with another important group rep- 
resenting British interests He believed that 
in circumstances of some difficulty and under 
pressure of a good deal of necessity, they had 
made very good terms for a greatly needed 
provision for the further security of our navy 
and mercantile marine ‘

asking. Users of linseed oil thought values 
too high several weeks ago and held off 
in the hope that the deterioration and 
losses in the Northwest would not be as 
large as made known by the government, 
which would force the price of linseed 
oil to lower levels and enable them to 
secure stock much cheaper. These people 
refuse to become buyers now, but are 
offering to take hold at prices three or 
four cents below those asked by holders, 
or practically the ones they refused a 
short time ago. This state of affairs re- 
suits in a dull and uninteresting trade, 
and little change is expected in the imme- 


diate future. The business passing con- 
tinues to be confined almost wholly to 
single barrel lots, which were held at 


54dc. a gallon for the raw article, and 55c. 


a gallon for the boiled description. The 
larger lots received little attention and 
are hardly being taken hold of at the 
prices asked, 49c. a gallon for the raw 
and 50c. a gallon for the boiled article. 
Some trading in futures was expected 
with the issuance of the government re- 


port, as those interested were expected to 
make a decided stand on receipt of the 
government figures. This expected change, 
however, has failed to materialize. Both 
sides of the question continue to indulge 
in considerable talk relative to future 
commitments, but no trades have_ been 
unearthed as having actually passed, 
LINSEED OIL CAKE , 

The market for linseed oil cake main- 
tained a strong position, but trade here 
was dull and uninteresting. The higher 
prices ruling for other feed stuffs has 
added considerable strength to the cake 
situation, and holders are unwilling to let 
go of much of their stock at prices now 
asked. Additional advances in the corn 
markets of the country, as well as in mill- 
feed, ete., were the principal factors of 
strength in this line.

WINNIPEG MARKET. 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Winnipeg, Aug. 11, 1913. 
There is not much change in the West- 
ern Canada flax situation, except that 
stocks in terminals and in the country 
continue to decrease each week at a good 
rate. There is a fairly good export de- 
mand, but there is not a great deal of 
grain to work on, except futures. There 
are ready buyers for all the offerings, 
and the market keeps firm. According to 
figures compiled by the railway companies 


last week, there was less than 400,000 
bushels of flax in store at country ele- 
vators. It is understood that there is 


very little now in the hands of the farm- 
ers, and it will be pretty well cleaned up 
by the time the new crop comes on the 
market. 

The crop outlook continues very favor- 
able, and unless some serious damage oc- 
curs in the next few weeks, the average 
per acre will be better than the average 
of the last few years, and the quality will 
be more satisfactory. A leading Winni- 
peg authority estimates this season's flax 
yield in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta at 16,000,000 bushels. This is con- 
siderably less than last year’s crop, but 
the area is much smaller. The total of 
16,000,000 bushels is arrived at by figuring 
at fourteen bushels to the acre.

THE BUENOS AIRES MARKET. 


(Special to Oll, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
The flaxseed market at Buenos Aires en- 
joyed a turn from the declining tendency 


noted last week and ruled quite active 
at higher levels during the period just 
drawn to a close. Some weakness was 


displayed by values on the opening day of 
the period, but on the decline to $1.36% 
the buying side became quite active and 


continued in the market during the re- 
maining days of the week, with the re- 
sult that prices had an upturn to $141 


at the close, thereby regaining the sharp 
price losses suffered the preceding period. 
Much of the buying indulged in was due 
to scattered unfavorable reports regard- 
ing the new crop, but another factor of 
strength in this market was the existing 
good export demand. Exports of flaxseed 
from Argentine during the period, how- 
ever, were smaller than those of the pre- 
ceding week at 645,000 bushels, compared 
with 736,000 bushels the previous week.

They were more than double those of a 
corresponding time last year, when_they 
totaled only 301,000 bushels. Since Janu- 
ary 1 Argentine has shipped a total of 
32,954,000 bushels, as contrasted with 15,- 
564,000 bushels for a like time last year, 

Stronger and higher markets and the 
generally bullish conditions surrounding 
the crop of the United States, also proved 
a help to Buenos Aires holders of flax- 
seed, as any shortage in the crop of the 
United States or other countries will re- 
sult in a heavy export call in this market. 
There were unfavorable reports received 
regarding the flaxseed situation in India, 
and this also served as a help to higher 
prices at this point. Some profit taking 
was seen late in the period, but it was 
not large enough to weaken the situation 
to any extent, and the market closed 
strong, with the tendency of values 
towards still higher levels.

Northwestern Flax Crop. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 13, 1913. 

Reports have been drifting in during 
the past week of damage by the extreme 
heat and drouth of ten days ago to flax in 
portions of North Dakota and Montana. 
The trade is inclined to give some cre- 
dence to these reports, although no very 
explicit news as to the extent of the 
damage has been received. 

The plant is at a stage of growth where 
drouth or extreme heat would injure it 
materially. What is wanted is _ cool 
breezes, with occasional showers, and this 
has been about the general condition ob- 
taining over most of the Northwest this 
week. 

There are those, of course, who for 
marked reasons are willing to spread bull- 
ish news or accentuate damage reports. 
For instance, one report current this 
week was credited to a grain man who 
had just returned from a trip by auto- 
mobile through portions of North Da- 
kota. He is said to have made the state- 
ment that fully two-thirds of the flax he 
saw would not be ready for the sickel 
before September 15, and some would 
never mature enough to be cut. The 
trade here, however, do not place much 
faith in such statements, as advices re- 
ceived almost daily by the various lime 
elevator companies contradict in the 
main such reports. 

Cutt:ng of fiax is expected to begin be- 
fore the end of August in Southern Min- 
nesota and South Dakota, and from then 
on should extend up rapidly into North 
Dakota. Of course there are fields im al- 
most every section that will not be ready 
to cut for a month or more yet. but which 
should mature in time before killing 
frosts set in. 

Some North Dakota reports received 
this week follow:—Dickinson—Some dam- 
aze here, but still expect fair yields. Mil- 
ton—Look for fiax to yield from ten to 
fifteen bushels per acre. New Rockford— 
Late rains or benefit to flax and should 
cary crop t omaturity. Glen Ullin—Flax 
looks fair, but will hardly average over 
six bushels to the acre. Bismarck—Will 
get over half a crop of flax here. Ellen- 
dale—Flax here will go five to ten bush- 
els per acre. Harvey—Prospects for the 
flax crop have been improved by recent 
rains. Oakes—Very small acreage of flax 
here: not over 8) per cent. of last year; 
condition fair; yield should be about eight 


bushels per acre. Balfour—Little flax 
sown this year, but prospects good for 
what there is. Cavalier—Flax prospects 
slightly below an average. 


At Fergus Falls, Minn., flax is expected 
to yield about nine bushels per acre, but 


at Lake Park the crop is in poor condi- 
tion. A dispatch from Harlowtown, 
Mont., says that the acreage there is 


about 3} per cent. less than last year, but 
that ample moisture has fallen and pros- 
pects are good.

Raw Materials for Dyeing Purposes 
Will Advance in Price. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Aug. 15, 1913. 
In view of the discussion of probable 
changes in the cost of dyeing in this 


country as a result of changed tariff rates 
on imported dyes, several of which are 
transferred to the free list by the pending

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 14, 1913. 


A week's review of the high-grade petroleum 
fields east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 


ginia, Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, for 
the week shows a slight falling off in the 
number of completed wells, and a strong de- 
cline in the new production, while in dusters 
and gas wells there is a small decline from the

Ohio section, where there were ten less wells 
drilled; also a heavy decline is noted in the 
Southern New York-Pennsylvania end, while 
in West Virginia there was a good increase.

"i leading excitement at this time 
western portion of Indiana, between Vin- 
cennes and Terre Haute, in the vicinity of the 
small hamlets of Sullivan and Shelburn, where 
an oil well reported good for 250 barrels was 
found by a Pennsylvania company in a well 
on the Boyer tract, three miles west of Shel- 
burn, in Curry township, Sullivan county, at 
a depth about 600 feet, making operations 
very reasonable when the shallow depth of the 
hole is taken into consideration, Six wells 
have already been found in this new and pro- 
lifle-looking pool, with four oil-producing wells 
and two good gas wells. Oil operators from 
all over the country have been ‘flocking to the 
new Eldorado, and the last few days have 
seen the leasing of every available acre of 
land in the western half of Sullivan county. 
In some instances heavy bonus was asked and 
secured by the land owners, while other farm 
owners let their leases go at very reasonable 
figures. It is said that a bonus of $12,000 
was paid for a forty-acre tract close to the 
big well. There is a rush for leases along the 
Wabash River from Terre Haute south to the 
Kentucky and Tennessee lines, and a large 
‘ope of territory will soon be tested by a 
string of wildcat wells. The foregoing con- 
clusion is that in this wildcat scramble that a 
few productive pools will be developed, as an 
effort is being made to trace the various Illi- 
nois pay sands down through Kentucky into 
Tennessee. In Western Kentucky, near Hart- 
ford, in Ohio county, the wells drilled there

to the number of half a dozen have all found 
their oil pays in sands identical with those in 
Illinois, and the prospects are very good for 
the finding of very prolific pools If the field 
does extend it will pass through Southwestern 
Indiana, while to the east of this belt and in 
Southern Indiana there are great possibilities 
of finding much new production in the old 
Trenton limestone formation, in which the big 
fields of the eastern portion of the State se- 
cured its production in the early ’90s. 

The best-looking proposition in Illinois at 
this time is just west a few miles from Vin- 
cennes and east of Lawrenceville, in the east- 
ern portion of Lawrence county. Two fair- 
sized producers that are both wildcat ventures 
were drilled in the territory and both make a 
good showing.

LONDON CHEMICAL MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

London, Aug. 8, 1913 
The chief item of interest in the chemical 
section are the rumors as to the possibility 
of a new combination among Chile nitrate pro 
ducers. The alleged decision to restrict the 
output is understood here as not unanimous, 
the German interests, which control about one 


fourth of the total outturn, holding aloof from 
the movement. It remains to be seen whether 
these will come in, but at the moment it is 
argued here in some sections of the market 
that there is no pressing need for any artifi- 
cial regulation of supply, that the fall in ni- 
trate is due to temporary causes, such as the 


Balkan upheaval, and that with the settlement 


of peace and the return of the soldiers to 
the land demand will increase from the south 
of Europe, and under the stimulus of greater 
confidence orders will be augmented from 
other parts of the world. There 1s no actual 


spot change to be recorded in nitrate values on

Food and Drugs Act Prosecutions. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 15, 1913. 
From the office of information in the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
a summary is given out of cases which 
the government has won where the is- 
sues involved the adulteration and mis- 
branding of drugs. The department offi- 
cials in discussing this series of cases 
state that as a result of the prosecution 
for the government of the _ persons 
charged with violating the Food and 
Drugs Act pleaded guilty to the charge 
of wrongfully shipping these drugs in 
interstate commerce. ‘The cases are sum- 
marized by the department Officials, and 
include in addition to those already pub- 
lished in the Reporter the following:— 


Tincture of Llodine Adulteration, 


United States vs. William C. Field, trading 
as Butler & Field, Washington, D. C., pleaded 
guilty to the charge of adulteration of tincture 
ot iodine and was fined $5 in a police court of 
the Disirict of Columbia. The charge mis- 
branding was nolle prossed. Adulteration of 
the product was alleged by the government 
because the findings of the Bureau ot Chemistry 
were that the drug differed from the standard 
of strength and purity laid down in the United 
States Pharmacopeeia, 


Adulteration and Misbranding of Oil 
of Cloves. 


States vs, Crandall Pettee Company, 
York, for shipping a quantity of oil of 
alleged to be adulterated and mis- 
from the State of New York into 
the State of Georgia. Adulteration was al- 
leged by the government for the reason that 
analyses by the Bureau of Chemistry, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, indicated that this oil 
of cloves differed from the standard of strength, 
quality and purity as laid down in the United 
States Pharmacopeia, that 15 per cent. of ethyl 
alcohol had been substituted in part for the 
oil of cloves. Misbranding of the product was 
alleged because the label stated the substance 
to be oil of cloves, whereas, according to the 
government's analysis, it was a mixture of oil 
of cloves and alcohol and because the quantity 
alcohol was not stated on the label.

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MID-CONTINENT OIL AOTIVITIES. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Aug. 11, 1913. 

The past week has been one of, if not the, 
hottest in the history of the mid-continent oil 
field. For more than a week the mercury has 
been over 100 every day and as high as 108. 
In many instances field men have been com- 
pelled to stop work, unable to hold up under 
the heat. There is a general drought and 
very many wells are shut down for lack of 
water for operating purposes. Every man who 
could du so left for mountain or seashore re- 
sort. At the same time there is a vast amount 
of drilling work going on over the tield, as com- 
pared with former years. The prospects are, 
even under restricted conditions of weather 
and water, that over 1,000 wells will be drilled 
this month. . 

There continues to be much _ speculation 
regarding the market, and there is manifest 
disposition to attribute the heavy advances 
recently to some other cause than mere supply 
and demand, One thing that seems to mystify 
the producer is the fact that while the market 
was jumping up 5 cents at a time the Standard 
Oil Company reduced its price on gasoline in 
this field from 16% to 15% cents a gallon. 
There has been a rumor that the crude market 
Wag advanced in anticipation of the expectant 
report of the special investigation into a rea- 
son for Eastern oil commanding so much better 
price than mid-continent oil. It is claimed 
that this oil is as good as Eastern crude, some 
of it 3 per cent. inferior and some of it su- 
perior, and that it is just as near the seaboard 
ag Eastern oil, and therefore ought to com- 
mand just as good a price. This investigating 
committee is about ready to report and this 
was given as a cause for the sudden advance. 
Then when the price of gasoline did not ad- 
vance also, and, further, when, on the con- 
trary, gasoline went down, a new reason was 
sought, and somebody started the argument 
that the Standard was after the Waters-Pierce 
company, which announces that it is going to 
erect two large refineries somewnere in this 
field. It was also alleged that the independent 
refiners in this field, which have been growing 
and waxing stronger and have been greatly 
benefited by the rapidly increasing value of 
and demand for the by-products of crude, were 
also under consideration. A year or so ago, for 
instance, painters and varhishers’ distillate 
was selling for 5 cents a gallon; now it is hard 
to get at 11 cents at the refinery. Gasoline 
has jumped several cents a gallon the past 
year and there is a pretty good market for 
kerosene, which was a drug on the market. 
It is easy to understand the effect of an ad- 
vancing crude market and a receding manufac- 
tured products market. It is claimed the in- 
creased demand for the by-products has come 
very largely through the increased use of the 
automobile and other motor-driven machinery. 
It is also charged that, while there is a law 
against it, the fact remains that many retailers 
of gasoline buy distillate and mix it with 
gasoline, adding thereby largely to their profits; 
and it is also true that the demand for dis- 
tillate has been augmented very largely by the 
manufacturers of natural gasoline from casing- 
head gas. Distillate in gasoline reduces the 
flash test of gasoline; natural gasoline in reg- 
ular gasoline increases the flash test. 

But all of these reasons for advancing crude 
without a corresponding increase in kerosene 
and gasoline are but conjectures. We have all 
angles of the argument, but really don’t know 
any more than we did in the beginning. 

In this connection it may be interesting to 
the public and to producers generally to note 
that the Standard expects to place its new 
automobile gasoline, to be known as motor 
spirits, upon the market in about a month and 
that it will be sold at about 3 cents a gallon 
cheaper than the present price of gasoline. 
The Standard is enabled to do this through 
the discovery of a new and more economical 
method of distillation, which at the same time 
utilizes a far greater percentage of the crude 
product than formerly. There will be less 
distillate, kerosene and fuel oil left after the 
distillation of motor spirits. The Standard 
has been all summer remodeling its refinery 
at Neodosha to permit this method of refining, 
and now it is spending over $1,000,000 remod- 
eling its refinery at Sugar Creek. 

The Kanotex refinery at Caney is one of 
those independent concerns that is enjoying 
prosperity. It is owned by New York par- 
ties. When oil was down to 35 cents a barrel 
the company purchased six leaseg in the Dewey 
district in Oklahoma and laid a pipe line from 
the plant at Caney, across the State line to 
the Oklahoma leases. At first it was ru- 
mored that some one had ‘‘handed the refinery 
a lemon,’’ and that the leases were really of 
little value. But things are not always what 
they seem in an oil lease. The very parts 
of these leases which were considered no 
good are now turning out to be the best. 
Whereas the best wells formerly on the prop- 
erty were only good for fifty to sixty barrels, 
now 200-barrel wells are being drilled. They 
don’t hold up at this, but they start at this 
clip and are fine producers. The Kanotex now has 
a daily settle production of 500 barrels. The 
production and pipe line alone are worth 
$300,000 to the refinery—and it didn’t cost any- 
thing like that. 

The growth and importance of some of the 
foreign companies which began acquiring pro- 
duction in this field from two to five years 
ago should not be overlooked. The individual 
has been very largely eliminated from the oil 
business. In the early days ot the industry 
it was the individual. The biography of a few 
scores of men practically constitutes the his- 
tory of the industry the first thirty-five years. 
But not so now. A man rises in the business 
and the next thing he seems to be lost to it. 
But upon investigation it is found that he is 
‘‘the guiding genius’’ of some big corporation 
which has acquired the producing properties 
of a half-dozen individuals, enriching and 
retiring them. He is satisfied with the cer- 
tainty of a salary of $15,000 to $20,000 a year 
for a few years—and drops out of sight as a 
factor individually in developing production. 
In the Drew Building at Tulsa you will find 
Homer M. Preston, of Warren, Pa., guiding 
the destinies of the Premier Petroleum Com- 
pany, and its subsidiary branches. This com- 
pany has about 4,500 barrels a day produc- 
tion. It is controlled by foreign capital. 
Preston came to this fleld a few years ago from 
Pennsylvania, and was one of the big men of 
the field. He simply yielded to the new order 
of things. Then there is the more recent 
Roxanna Petroleum Company, which succeeded 
the Paova Oil Company in the Cleveland field 
and John A. Bell in the Bartlesville-Hogshooter 
districts. This is another foreign concern 
which is waxing big and strong. It is one of 
the big operators in the field, and is planning 
a swift drilling campaign for the coming fall 
and winter. It now has a daily output of about 
3,500 barrels. This means a monthly income 
of about $100,000 or $1,200,000 a year. The 
government is helping push him out behind the 
curtains when it places the limit of acreage 
holdable by any one concern or individual at 
25,000 acres as in the Osage.

Looks Like New Pool. 

Probably the most important strike of the 
past week was the White-Sinclair well in &- 
43-8, northwest of Hominy in the Osage. This 
well has all the ear-marks of a new pool. It 
is 2,400 feet deep and when three feet in the 
sand began making 150 barrels a day. rilling 
was immediately discontinued and two 1,600- 
barrel tanks were ordered. The well will be 
drilled in to-day or to-morrow It will prob- 
ably be a gusher, But only as a large pro- 
duction affects the market will it really in- 
terest the average producer, as the owners 
have 4,800 acres of leases at this point and the 
new well is directly in the middle of the same. 
Unless it is an exceptionally large pool the 
probabilities are they have it pretty well cor- 
raled. The strike once more illustrates the 
phenomenal luck of these two men, who, ever 
since they first hit it rich in the Flat Rock 
pool, have pursued a run of marvelous luck— 
and yet not all luck, for as a general thing 
they buy acreage close to big production. 
However, there has been a big element of 
luck in their operations, which have not 
ceased to be the wonderment of mid-continent 
producers. They opened the Jenks pool when 
it seemed that everything east of the Glenn had 
been condemned, They went miles in advance 
of the Osage Junction pool and developed the 
only producing stuff worth while in that neigh- 
borhood. They jumped into Cushing when It 
seemed that all the cream was gone and pulled 
down one of the biggest sales ever made in 
the Western oil field. Now they have gone 
into the Osage in territory that seemed to be 
condemned by operations of the Prairie Oil 
and Gas Company and have apparently struck 
another big pool. The Kentucky block of 
leases had been offered to various producers, 
but no one wanted to take the risk. White 
and Sinclair studied Range 8 and concluded 
that a pool was about due there and accepted 
the offer. When all the known sands had 
been penetrated without finding anything they 
kept on drilling—and hit it. 

The past week was not so good to the Cush- 
ing field as the previous week was. During 
that week a large number of gushers were 
completed, but during the past week a more 
ordinary bunch of wells has been brought in, 
ranging from 10 barrels to 175 barrels, and all 
of them were in defined territory, having little 
or no bearing upon the field save to aid in 
maintaining the daily output. The Kathleen 
Oil Company (Sinclair and White) completed 
No. 11 on the Deere in 7-17-7 for a 170-barrel 
producer and Nos. 7 and 10 on the Dewey 
3runer in 18-17-7 for 160 and 130-barrel wells. 
On the other hand, the Gunsburg and Gilbert 
No. 8 on the Cain, in 18-17-7, was only a 10- 
barrel pumper, and it will have to hump itself 
a long time to pay out the $9,000 it cost. The 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company’s No. 4 on the 
K. Washington, in 7-17-7, started at 110 bar- 
rels, but, like the others just mentioned, it 
had to be shot to do that. C. B. Shaffer's No. 
5 Robinson, in 12-17 after the shot made 
100 barrels the first twenty-four hours. Other 
wells of the week in this district were of about 
the same caliber and character. 

Out of 186 wells reported the past week 
twenty-four were failures and 18 were gassers 
and the largest gusher—Minnehoma Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 2 in 31-22-8, Osage—made 1,400 
barrels. 

The runs of the Prairie Oil and Gas Com- 
pany the first seven days of August averaged 
92,784.30 barrels. At the same time the de- 
liveries were 92,597.14 barrels, indicating that 
the Prairie is again putting crude in storage, 
or at least did the first week of the present 
month. But the amount was so small—187.16 
barrels a day—that it was of little consequence 
save as indicating the general condition. There 
is very slight difference now between runs and 
deliveries, and probably will be little during 
the rest of the summer and fall. 

The Prairie has filed with the auditor of 
State in Oklahoma a statement showing the 
value of its property in that St 3 








ate to be $32,- 
167,774 in 1913, against $24,244,265. The com- 
pany has accumulated property and extended 
its pipe lines in Oklahoma, but nothing has 
added more to its valuation than its own ad- 
vance of the crude market. Every time the 
price of oil is advanced 5 cents a barrel the 
assets of the Prairie represented by its storage 
reserve are increased over $200,000. The com- 
pany enriched itself $417,513 by its recent 
stimulation of the market. 

Oil or gas has been found or wells are now 
drilling in 27 counties in Oklahoma outside 
the operations in defined and recognized fields 
There have been 75 oil wells, with about 600 
barrels estimated production, and 55 gas wells 
with 79,000,000 feet. There are now 21 wells 
drilling and 275 dry holes have been drilled to 
accomplish these results. The largest amount 
of wildcat drilling in unrecognized district is 
in Carter, Comanche, Kiowa, McIntosh, Mar- 
shall, Pittsburg and Pottawatomie counties 
but of the vast amount of venturesome tests 
in Southern Oklahoma practically nothing has 
been gained to offset the bill. 

Collinsville is going the way of all flash 
pools. It is already almost a memory only. 
Of ten wells drilled in that pool by the last 
report four were gas, one was a 25-barrel, two 
50-barrel wells and two 100-barrel wells. Four 
of the wells were No. 1, two were No. 2 and 
the rest were on old leases. The largest eas 
well registered 10,000,000 feet and the small- 
est 1,000,000 feet. 

The old Hogshooter district has been pretty 
well drilled over and only a small amount of

In the Kansas Field. 


The extreme heat and drouth are having 
their effect upon the development of the Kan- 
sas field. Many rigs are temporarily shut 
down for want of water. Many of the rivers 
and creeks are entirely dry now and there is 
no prospect of rain. The present drouth is 
said to be the most severe in sixteen years. 

There is considerable searching for gas in 
Montgomery county. Experience has taught 
that Oklahoma gas is very fleeting and un- 
dependable; wells come in with a roar and in 
a few weeks are silent. In this county they 
start small, but hold up better South of 
Independence are wells nine years old which, 
when new, only did 3,000,000 feet a day 
and are still making 1,000,000 a day and 
delivering it. The prevailing price at the well 
in this county is 5 and 6 cents, making a 
very neat income. R. S_ Litchfield, of this 
city, recently drilled a test on the Mrs. Fan- 
nile McAdams farm, northwest of here, and 
adjoining the village of LeHunt. It is a 
2,000,000)-foot gasser, but an oil sand was en- 
countered which showed for 2009 barrel Mr. 
Litchficld declares, but was unavoidably 
ruined. Mr. Litchfield insists that an oil poo! 
will eventually be opened there. He proposes 
to drill for the oil A mile from Jefferson 
Beeler and Campbell have drilled two gas wells 
and have about 4,000,000 feet. which they have 
contracted to the Kasigan Gas Company for 
six cents a thousand The Portland Gas Com- 
pany is also paying six cents for gas Hugh 
Hale, of Neodesha, who supplies Neodesha, 
Cherryvale, Altoona and other towns with gas, 
as well as a number of smelters, brick plants 
and cement mills, says he has all the gas he 
wants and a supply for two years if he does 
not drill another well Just now he has a 
large supply shut in for emergencies Chau- 
tauqua county also has more gas than it needs 
at present. There is more developed gas in 
the Mound Valley district than ever before 
and several of the Kansas districts are going 
to be better off the coming winter than they 
have been for some time There is enough 
gas yet in Kansas to supply the domestic de 
mand for many years if properly handled and 
confined to domestic use, but the trouble is 
that so much of it is wasted on big factories 
that should never be supplied with natural gas 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has recog 
nized Sorgum hollow as an oil field and ex 
tended a line to it The indications are that 
a good number of wells will be drilled in al! 
directions from there this fall with pretty 
good prospects of finding something worth 
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while. Over in Chautauqua county, west, 
Murrow, West and Laney have drilied in a 
50-barrel well at Hale. They seem to have 
found the extension of the Hale pool after 
others had given up the quest. The oil is a 
fine quality and these operators apparently 
have the cream of the pool. There is not so 
much doing in Chautauqua county as there 
was. Many of the operators are away for the 
heated season. That county notwithstanding 
is given credit of the largest production in the 
State. The wells start moderately small but 
hold up well. Most of the drilling for the 
past four years has been west of Sedan. but 
just at present there is a movement to the 
north and northeast. There is some promise 
down along the Oklahoma border. ‘Those who

It 
will be called that a few months ago Bell 
and others drilled a deep test at Silverdale 
without getting anything. But Independence 
oil men still hold 5,009 acres in that vicinity 
and are confident of yet getting their money 
back. North of this, at Augusta, where sev- 
eral good sized gas wells have been drilled. a 
discouraging condition exists. The gas won’t 
burn. It comes out of the ground with a 
strong flow and acts like gas, but it does not 
possess the qualities of gas, recalling the fa- 
mous Dexter well which puzzled scientists a 
few years ago. It roared and blew and acted 
like a bad gas well, but it was apparently 
nothing more than air. The Wichita Gas 
Company says the Augusta stuff is worthless 
Tulsa operators are arranging to start a test 
for gas on the flats west of Wichita. Dr. 
Kessinger, of Emporia, has made a report on 
the geological formation around that city and 
insists that a big oi] and gas pool underlies 
within twenty-two miles radius of Emporia 
Nine years ago a test well was drilled in the 
city park at Emporia, but it was dry. East 
of the city traces of oil were found and west 
of it, at Strong City, enough gas was devel- 
oped to supply the town. A good gas well 
near Garnett has aroused interest in that vicin- 
ity. This is evidently an extension of the 
Allen county development. It is a pretty safe 
bet that eventually oil and gas will be devel- 
oped all the way from the present production 
in Neosho, Allen, Miami, Franklin and John.

bution of these mixtures and diverted from 
crude materials Such being the case, the 
potash salts are receiving comparatively little 
notice, and the receipts here from foreign 
ports are smaller than they have been. The 
manufacturers having secured such supplies 
as in their opinion they were likely to need 
are disposed to wait now and see what the 
results of the new shipping season will be be- 
fore they send additional orders. They are 
also holding on to whatever stocks they may 
have, and the sales at second or third hand 
do not exceed moderate proportions. 
BONE.—The market for bone shows marked 
steadiness, and while no advance in the quo- 
tations has been made, the range of prices is 
maintained with considerable firmness. Offer- 
ings are sufficiently large to meet the current 
needs, but no such eagerness in the tenders is 
manifested as might indicate q disposition on 
the part of the holders of stocks to hold out
